G.S.R. 446(E).—Whereas the Central Government is of the opinion that 
Public interest requires that the advertisements of chemical contraceptives for oral 
use should be permitted. 

Now therefore in exercise of the powers conferred by section 15 of the Drugs 
and Magic Remedies (Objectionable Advertisements) Act, 1954 (21 of 1954), the 
Central Government hereby directs that the provisions of clause (a) of section 3 
Of the said Act shall not apply to the class of advertisement specified in column 
(1) of the Table below if the conditions specified in the corresponding entries in 
column (2) of the said table are ftilfllled namely :—•

(ii) It shall be the responsibility of the 
advertiser to prove that any claim 
made in the advertisement in respect of 
the drug is not false, exaggerated or 
misleading.
